} "OUR AUSTRALIAN LETTER, 


(From a Correspondent.) : 
Sydaey, Auguat 21. 
Tho disastrous loss of the Catterthun 
and the intelligenoa of ‘the Kucheng actro- 
cities have produced s painfal impression 
throughont Australia, acd largely diminish. 
ed for the time beirig the general interest in 
focal matters. The redeeming feature of 
the Cotterthun catastrophe was the coolness 
displayed by the officors and crew at {be 
fast moment, The Chinese portion of the 
crew appear ta have behaved admirably. 


It ia not improbable that alter the offloial 
enquiries into the cause of the disaster have 
been concluded, something will be dona in 
recognition of the bravery displayed. It is 
doubtful whether anything will bo recover. 
ed from the wreak, which lies in deep water, 
but if tho depth ‘be not more than twenty 
fathoms an attempt will be made to secure 
the sunken specie, amounting to about 
£10,000, As for the mails, they are in -alk 
probability Jost beyoad all recovery. In 
the meantime, the E. and A, Co. have or- 
dored a new steamship to replace the Catter- 
thun, She is to be of 3,500 tous, built of 
ateel, with triple expansion cogines, of 14 
knota speed, and supetior accommodation, 
She will also be filted with refrigeratiuy 
machinery. This veceel wae designed s2- 
veral months ago, but the war ia the East 
intervening her construction was not gone 
on with. The nes liner is t¢. bo built by 
R. Napier and Suns, of Govan, Scotland. 

"The Kucheng massacres have led to many 
manifestations of pubtio feeling throughout 
‘Australia, Protestaute aud Rowan Catholics 
holding mercoricl services in thoir respective 
places of worship; while the leading Chinese 
residents in Sydney have held a meeting ot 
which the murderous section’ of the Vegeta-

‘As regards imports here,-with the ex} 
ception of fluur, kerosene oi] and ginsenu, 
Amerion seems to produce very little that 
tho Chinese neod, and of those three ar- 
licles of merchandise kerosene is the only 
one in what may be called universal use, 
se giuseng and flour practically go to Hong- 
kong aluus. 

The expansion of the oil trade will pro- 
bably proceed as in the past decade, chack- 
ad or encouraged momentarily by the usual 
factors, fluctuations in price changes in 
internal taxation and foreign compelition. 
The American oil trade now concerne only 
the consumers and the Standerd Oil Gom- 
pany, and thoagh the largest in volume of 
any item in Obina’s import trade, fur that 
reason, is of amall interost to the mercan- 
tile body.* ; 

Floor is persistently making ils way a5 
an jmportant article of food supply in 
South China avd Hongkong, the latter 
being a distributing point to the Philip- 
pine-, Indo-China and the Straits, The 
Northern Chiuceo have not as yet taken 
seriously to wheat bread and cakes, mainly 
owing, we suppose, to climatic reasons, 
All tho flour oumes from the Pacific Slope, 
California, Oregon ‘and Washington, and 
the trade is constantly increasing by reason 
of the many shipping facilities and the re 
duced cost uf railling in thesyhoat-growing 
country: The business isnot general 
among forsign firms io China, and is mostly 
in the hands of Jocal agenta of the mills, 
who sell directly to the Chinese. + 

Ginseng comes principally from tha Mid- 
dle and Western States, and trade in it 
remains stationary, owing to the gradual 
extinction of the plant, which cannot be 
grown artifically with success, The 
quantity imported is about the samo last 
year an for the few years immediately pro- 
ceding, and the gold price has varied to 
about the same extent. 

Onoe-foreign firm, our own, doom one- 
third of the trade, and the Ohigeso the rest. 
The imported value for 1894 was about 
82,000,000 (Mexican). The effucta of the 
war wore very alight. In the export trado 
the leading fuatures are silk, tes, matting, 
straw, braid, rugs and furs, and Canton 
auadries, comprising fice-crackers, cassia, 
palm leaf fans, etc, As far as my observa:
